RGYPT AND BABYLONIA. 


PROF, PLINDERS PETRIE'S LECTURE. 


The ‘lecture, which was given last wook at 
University College by Professor Flinders Po- 
marks the immense popular interest which 
now being devoted to ancient’ and 
lonia.. Not so very long ago an 
e ea bbe upon rather as the neat 
relation of his beloved mommies than as 3 
sane haman being, Now scarabs are popular 
anbjects for pins and rings, and ae 
and Babylonia are being g to their 
pristing glory. Progress of 
ia, of course, one of the factors in fie 5 
movement, and the discovery of the 
stone gave the clue to the gold-mine of in- 
formation which the two civilizations farnished 
for ethical and social comparison. A little band 
of devoted students, among whom Professor 
Flinders Petrie holds a high rank, has by 
translations and histories placed ancient 
and Babylonia within the reach of those who 
can now read the Book of the Dead and 
Laws of Hammurabi without any knowledge of 
hieroglyphs or ctineiform inscriptions. 

This lecture was the first of u course of leo- 
tures upon the civilization and oonilitions of 
the two oldest centres of culture, the river 
valleys of Egypt and Babylonia. The formation 
of the Nile Valley, ‘he declared; was due toa 
great fanlt consequent on the up heaval of 
the eastern desert, which rises. to 5, 
while the western ‘sinks below sea-level in the 
Fayoum and Sahara!

EGYPT AND ISLAM.

SAYYID EL-BERKRTS ESSAY. 


— — 


A highly interesting conttibution’ on the 
subject of Egypt and Islam was made to the 
Church Cangress last week by Professor Margo- 
liouth, of New College, Oxford, who holds the 
position of Laudian Professor of Arabic. The 
Professor said a ip eget an 
appeal to settle the conflicting claiths of Islam 
and Christianity by argument, existed to sme 
extent in Egypt; butit would be truer to say 
that the Moslems there had taken up the chal. 


“| lenge of the Christian missionariés, and en- 


+ at ne torefute their objections to Islam. 
6 should imagine, however, that such attacks 
on Christianity were far less common and far 
less often based on modern European theology 
in Egypt and Syria than in India. The chal. 
lenge thet attracted our attention was ofa 
somewlat different sort. The reformers of Islam 
im Egypt confessed - not. unfrequently with 
exaggeration—that Moslems were both moral- 
ly and intellectually decadent, that Islam 
represented stagnation, and European civiliza- 
tion progress; only they denied that Islam 
was tho cause of thestagnation and Christianity 
the cause of the progress. The first writer 
whose opinions on this subject might be sum- 
marized was the: Sayyid-al-Bekri, one of tho 
best scholars and the most distinguished men 
in Cairo, who had within the last few months 
published an essay on the Future of Islam.” 
As the head of the religious orders he “should 
have better opportunities of knowing’ about 
the progress and aspirations of his religidn 
than any one else ; it was, therefore, of great 
interest that he went for his facta almost 
entirely to French and English authofities ; 
when hé.deserted these the facts appeared to 
be open to question, as where he stated that 
the number of Sufis was 100,000 millions, 
which was more than 50 times the whole popu- 

lation of the globe. He argued that Islam was 
shown to be the religion of the future by the 
vast increase which if exhibited in recent years, 
to which he proceeded to assign a variety of 
causes. Since the increase was chiefly in Egypt 
and India, aud by births, not by conversions, 
the real cause appeared to be one that he had 
omitfed—viz., the excellence of British rule; 

for in self-governing Moslem States no such 
increase appeared to be shown, The causes 
that he did state wer. five, and they had been 
anticipated by European thinkers. They were 
the simplicity of Islam; the reakonableness of 
Islam ; the. skill of Moslem missionaries ; the 
institution & polygamy ; and the dislike of 
pagan races to Europeans, doe t caste distino- 
tion by colonr The European could not help 
troating yellow races like servants and negroes 
like slaves. After stating these causes for the 
propagation of Islam, the Sayyid proceeded to 
give an account of the political depression of 


‘Islam, and to suggest a remedy And here bis 


treatment of the anbject was similar to that of 
other Moslems who had dealt with the ques- 
tion. Ignorance was what depressed Islam, and 
teaching was thie ours for it. Native Govern. 
ments would not see to the proper instruction of 
the people, becanse they feared to rouse the 
desire fon equality; foreign Governments 
would not see to it for the same or asimilar
